How to Cut Your Own Income Tax

Senior dalzens received sev­ 
eral tax breaks from the Con­ 
gress last year when the new 
tax law was being written. The 
three principal areas that will 
tend to reduce the amount of 
tax paid by older persons were: 
—Hie elimination of the old 
one per cent rule on the cost of 
medicines and drugs. 
—An increase in their retire­ 
ment income credit. 
-A once-in-a-lifetime oppor­ 
tunity to realize some tax-free 
profit on the sale of a home to 
which they had lived at least 
five of the eight years before 
the sale. 
In former years medical ex­ 
penses were deductible only to 
the extent they exceeded 3 per 
cent of income. Drug expenses 
could be included only after 


they exceeded I per cent of 
income. 
Several years ago Congress 
eliminated the 3 per cent fea­ 
ture on medical bills bod re­ 
tained Re I per cent principle 
on the cost of drugs and medi­ 
cines. For many elderly the 
cost of medicine exceeded their 
doctor bills. 
Now the I per cent restric­ 
tion also has been eliminated 
and the total coat of all medi­ 
cines and drugs, the cost of 
hospital insurance, doctors' and 
dentists’ fees and hospital ex­ 
penses are all tally deductible 
for all couples where one of the 
spouses is & or older. 
This new tax break alw ap­ 
plies to children who are sup­ 
porting their aged parents. This 
makes fully deductible the cost 
of all medicines purchased for 
the parents.

The second major change to* 
income credit. Under the old f 
a tax payer over 6 
nutted to take a direct tax credit 
on retirement income up to 
a maximum of $1,524 providing 
he had earned income of at 
least $808 for each of any 18 
calendar years. 
Retirement income for this 
purpose included pensions, an­ 
nuities, interest, rents and divi­ 
dends A taxpayer’s wife, if she 
was IS or older, could claim aa 
identical credit if she also met 
the required lf-year work ex­ 
perience. If die did not, she 
could not claim the credit even 
though she may have had re­ 
tirement income. 
Under the new law a husband 
and wife may elect to combine 
their retirement incomes on a 
joint return and the maximum 
upon which they may compute 
their credit is raised to $2JK 
The tax rate used in comput­ 
ing the credit on 1964 returns is 
17 per cent. For later years It is 
IS per cent It formerly had 
been 26 per cent. 
The biggest tax break of all 
for oldsters could come when 
they sell their home. Formerly, 
they followed the same rules as 
all other taxpayers: the profit, 
if any, on the sale af a home 
was not taxed lf a replacement 
home cost as much or more 
than the former home was sold 
for. If there was no replace­ 
ment home, then the gain was 
taxed at capital gain rates. 
The difficulty for oldsters was 
that many of them moved to 
with their children or toto an 
apartment after selling their 
home and thereby failed to real­ 
ize any advantage from this tax 
concession. Congress corrected 
this shortcoming to 1964. 
The law now provides that a 
person 65 or older pays no tax 
at all on the sale of his home- 
regardless of the amount of 
profit—if the selling price is 
$28,080 or less. 
If the selling price is more 
than $20,000 the amount of 
profit not subject to tax is the 
ratio between $20,000 and the 
selling price. For example, if the 
selling {Mice is $30,000, $20,000 
being two-thirds of $30,100, two- 
thirds of the gain is not taxable. 
A taxpayer over 65 realizes 
$50,600 after paying the brotar*s 
commission on the sale of his 
home on which he had a total 
investment of $25,000, including 
original cost and subsequent 
improvements. He had lived? In 
the home continuously for IS 
years. Here’s horn he accounts 
for toe sale: 
Amount realized. $50,000; Coto 
basis, $25,000; Gain, $25,000. 
Ratio of $20,000 to $50,000, two- 
fifths; Part of gain to be ex­ 
cluded (two-fifths x $25,000), 
$10,000. Part of gain subject ta 
capital gains tax. $15,000. 
Remember, this is a benefit 
which may be claimed only 
once and it must involve ton 
taxpayer’s residence and ant 
some other piece of property Bi 
may own.
